The Latest Scheme of Chicago 
Sharpers to Get Riches. 



A Daring Attempt to Rob the Wealth- 
iest Woman in the World. 



Chicago. Aug. a— A local paper say* 
that one of the largest swindles svor 
attempted in Chicago has Just been on- 
earthed. It appear* that title deeds 
have been forged covering half a sec- 
tion of land valued at 1750,000 to 11,000.- 
000. The property belongs to Mrs. 
Hetty R. (ireen. the richest woman in 
the world. It is situated between 
Fifty-ninth and Sixty-third street*, 
west of Western avenue, this city. The. 
forged deeds are still In the hands of 
the forgers as far as known. It was 
the attempt to borrow money on some 
of the property and dispose of other 
tracts of it in this city through the 
forged papers that the truth became 

It is believed that the forgers have 
gained nothing in this city yet by their 
crime. Through the filing of a bill in 
chancery to quiet u title U> the property 
Mrs. Green's interest* have been pro- 
tected. This move was mode against 
the advice of Chief of Holioe McClaughey 
and Chief Inspector Iloee. They fear 
the criminals havec been warned by 
the litigation and given a chance 
to escape that will prevent their 
capture by the detectives employed on 
the case. The first knowledge received 
by any person that deeds were being 
forged on the property came to John O. 
Farle, a real estate agent He informed 
the police that Vincent Mallie had at- 
tempted to negotiate a trade with him 
for five acres of land and that on in- 
vestigation he ha<l discovered Mai lie's 
claim to the land had been baaed on a 
forged dead. Mallie told him he ob- 
tained the doc n men t from Jos. R. An- 
derson, of Hammond, Ind., who was 
t he grantee named. 

Mr. Anderson has not been found. 
The bill in chancery calls upon him to 
come into court and prove his claim. 
Anderson rs thought to be a man of 
straw s»>t up by others— a myth.

London, Aug a— Mr. Francis Galton, 
F. R. 8„ F. O. 8., chairman of the com- 
mitt** in charirc of the Kew observa- 
tory, hns written a letter to the Timet) 
relative to a scheme for establishing 
communication between Mara and the 
earth. Mr. Galton declares that a bourn 
of Butilig-ht reflected through a hole 
one-tenth of an inch square in a plate 
in front of a mirror would he just as 
distinctly seen as a faint jrllnt at a dis- 
* ce of ten miles. The amount of log 
I haze which a beam of liffht 
would traverse between the earth 
and Mars, when the latter is 
hieh above the horizon, Mr. Gal- 
ton says, could not exceed that 
along an earthy ten-mile. Therefore
